of stock, and Judge Wall went up to 
attend to the matter for the railroad.

was all in and counsel went to the jury. 
Ficklin'3 associate opened the case for 
the pla.ntiti; and instead of argument 
the burden of his sopg was bunkum 
;vmt bombast abo«t giant corporations 
and soulless monopolies, etc. 
Wall in 


reply, in a very clear and dignified 
manner, presented the defense, and in 
conclus.on took occasion to refer to the 
gentleman who had preceded him as 
n domagojrue, and compared him to 
Uicken? famous character. Sergeant 
Kuzfuz, in no very complimets.ry terms 
to e.ther Buztuz or the gentleman who 
had Inst addressed the jury He made a 
stioug speech, and it was thought by 
those who had heard the case U> be en- 
tirely in favor of the defense. 
Wall 


closed in full confidence of a verdict. 
But lie had not counted upon the re- 
sources of Ficklin. 
The latter had 


,';ivpn close attention to the remarks of 
Wall, and, while Wall had provoked 
much amusement »mon°j the bystand- 
ers, had never smiled, out, upon the 
eouti dry, he seemed to be deeply of- 
fended at Wall's remarks. The latter

was humble and retired. In his

At elevea o'clock the pains returned. 


So severe wore they that a messenger 
was dispatched to the General's physi- 
cian. The physician at once came and 
for four hours endeavored to give him 
relief. His efforts were unsuccessful.

"Thank tGod, I have pulled through.

A Coroner's jury was summoned, and 


the case was adjourned to await an 
analysis of the stomach, which was com- 
pleted last week, showing tho presence 
of sufficient arsenic to produce death.

The bearing of testimony (or the prose- 


cution in the case of the People VB, Obaa. 
Dnrbin, on trial (or murder, was resumed 
this morning, with the usual large crowd 
in attendance. 


The witnesses who testified yesterday 


afternoon were Edward Drobn, Tim Col- 
lins and Frank Myer, the young men who 
found the body on March 27th in tbe 
river bottom. Col. E. W. Anderson, of 
the Pana Palladium, who was the clerk 
at the inquest, was placed upon tbe stand 
to verify the written evidence as takeu at 
tbe inquest, particularly that given on 
that occasion by Durbm. 


This morning Coroner Perl testified as 


to the condition in which he found the 
body, and told other points connected 
with the early investigation which have 
been published heretofore. 


Di. Cass Cheuoweth and Dr. W. W. 


Harsha, who made post mortem exami- 
nation, were other witnesses who tes- 
tified to-day. They could cot state when 
the child died, nor state positively the 
manner of ita deatb. 


The counsel for the defense say that 


under the law there is no case against the 
defendant, and that for want of positive 
proof of the time end manner of the 
child's death, the jury under the law will 
be compelled to acquit the prisoner. 
However, the fact remains that the baby 
was last seen in company with Emily 
Dune and Darbiu, and was not seen af- 
terward until it was found ia the river 
bottom. Somebody was the cause of tbe 
child's death. l>id;Durbin commit the 
murder9 The circumstances connecting 
him with the murder are strong. 


The attorneys for the People say they 


are not disappointed in tbe testimony of \ 
the doc tors; it was just aa they expected 
il would be. 


IDENTIFICATION. 


Mrs. John Siffurd was place! on the 


stand this afternoon, and testified that 
she once took the murdered baby and 
kept it for awhile with a view of adopt- 
ing it, Sha saw the body after it wan 
fouuJ, and identified it ns Emily Dunt's 
baby. 


Mrs. Mary J. Shively, wife of Solomon 


Shively, is now giving her testimony. 
She last saw the child alive at G o'clock, 
March 7th, and saw it dead at the coro- 
ner's office March 27th. She identified it 
aa Emily Dunn's child by ita clothing 
and general appearance. 


NOTES or THB iniAti. 


Boyd Shannon is tbe name of the keen- 


eared hunter, who will testify egaiust the 
defendant in the Durbin murder trial. 
He claims to have been out hunting near 
the Allen place on the afternoon of March 
7th, aud while coming home soon after 
eeveu o'clock in the evening, and while 
he was in the river bottom, on the east 
side of the railroad track, he saw a man 
and woman passing rapidly over the 
Central railroad bridge until they reached 
the south end, when the men was seen by 
Shannon to throw a dark object into the 
river. Mr. Shannon is said to have told 
the State's Attorney about his knowledge 
of the case after the inquest was held, 
and finee then he has been cautioned to 
keep quiet. 


Some of the attorneja in tbe case have 


been ut sea until to-day aa to tbe day on 
which the body wns found. It wus found 
on Friday, March 27ib, just twenty days 
after it JisBppcared, and not on the 28th. 
Tbe verlict of tbe coroner's Tiry was 
mnde up on the '28th. 


Will Oo to Joliet Again. 


This forenoon the chronic thief, John 


Hockingberry, earned another through 
ticket to Joliet, by burglarizing the apart- 
ments of Mr. and Mrs. Will King, over 
I». JJ. Ferriss & Oo.'s Water street store. 
Mrs. King was temporarily absent, when 
John went up the stairway, broke open 
tbe door and stole articles valued at from 
826 to $35. John was caught with the arti- 
cles in bis possession, partly hidden un- 
der his big overcoat, by Marshal Mason 
as he came down the stairway. He etole 
s gold necklace, a gold locket, two breast- 
pins, an umbrella, a clothes and blacking 
brash. The Marshal took John to the 
county jail, where be will linger until 
January, when be will be eent to the pen- 
itentiary once more.

The sad news reached the REPLU-.HOAN 


to-day from Ohuton, detailing the bhock- 
mg death of young J. P. Myer, sou of M.
